Considerable space la 
devoted to the part played by the 
Klondike (old discoveries in arousing 
Great Britain's interest in the con- 
troversy, and in this connection notice 
is taken of an assertion made by tne 
British commissioners that the towns 
of Dyea and Skagway owed their ex- 
istence to the immigration to the Klon- 
dike. They assert on the contrary 
that Dyea was founded in 1886 and 
Skagway in 1888. They contradict 
flatly a contention made by the British 
commissioners to the 
effect that j 


'Canadas' claim to the territories at 
the head of Lynn canal was at the 
time well known to the United States 
government." 


"This,' th«y say, "is a gratuitous as- 


sertion. There is no proof to sustain 
it_ 
Canada never put forward »ny 


such claim to the United States. The 
claim was first made in 1898 by Great 
Britain before the joint high commis- 
sion 
It is said that "if the Canadian 


government had instructed 
Britist 


vessels to disregard these regulations 
there would have been grave danger 
of a serious collision." 


There undoubtedly would have been 


a collision, just as certainly as if they 
bad been Instructed to disregard the 
regulations of the port of New York " 


Strong exception also is taken to

This is a question whlcfe the toast

The i*p!y 
Is that "up" mejiiis against pravltarlorj 
and "down" with gravitation^ hence 
the Mississippi does not flow up hiU, 
although obviously it moves away from 
the center of the filolw. Plumb lines 
rarely point directly toward the center 
of the earth. The variation from that 
direction haa given ris«? to an interest- 
ing branch of the government's work. 


The visible Irregularities of the sur- 


face of the earth— mountains, valleys 
and water basin*- affect the form of 
attraction which ls known as gravita- 
tion. A cubic mile of land is two and a 
half t!rt«»« *» dense as a nhoilar volume 
of water. The plumb line tends to lean 
toward the earth masses and away 
from the water basins. These Influ- 
ences, which may be computed with 
scientific accuracy, do not, however, 
explain all of the deflections. Varying 
degrees of density some miles below 
lie surface of the earth must be as- 
sumed to exist. 


Trifling as these deflections are, nev- 
T exceeding nine inches in a plum 
Ine a mile long, they are of considers 
)le scientific importance. They laodlf. 
tbe calculations of navigators and ea 
plorers a? to positions on the earth 
surface derived from the stars. Ther 
thus become essential in high grad 
mapinaking. They also help to mak 
the records of measurements of th 
earth contribute to the story of the his- 
tory of the earth.
